CosU Rica, last Saturday, that a 
revolution is In progress In Nicaragua, 
and not in Costa Rica, as was at first 
understood. The advices came from 
United States Minister Merry, who Is 
now at his post in Costa Rica, where 
be baa baon reeelTed without dlflcul- 
ty, notwithstanding his rpjfftlon by 
Nicaragua. The navy is unusually well 
prepared to protect American interests 
fn Nicaragua, aa well as the canal com- 
mlaaiOB, teving a warship on aach 
coast of tb« eoantry, or near by.

Cleveland, Feb. 8. — The le:;l-;Iai'.vc 
trust investigating committee e;:a.n- 
ined a number of witnesses here, but 
little of valu,e was learned except aa 
regards the Ml trust 

John Teagle of the oil refining firm 
of Schofleld, Shurmer & Teagle, which 
for years haa been fighting the Stand- 
ard Oil company, proved an Intsraating 
wUoaaa. He declared that tha Stand- 
ard was constantly and systematically 
l.ttempting to injure his firm. 

He said the Standard agents had 
endeavored to ascertain whora tha 
saleamen of his 'Arm obtalnad ordtn 
for oil. The agents would go to the 
purchasers and offer to cut the price 
If the oil was bought of the Standard, 
and threaten If this was not done to 
sell to every other dealer in the aama 
towns so cheaply that the dealers re- 
fusing could not compete with them. 

Mr. Teiigle s^howt'd letters from cus- 
tomers in support of these statements. 
He them briefly told of the suit which 
bis firm won against the Lake Shore 
railroad in 1884 for discriminating in 
favor of the Standard In traicht rates 
against bis firm. 

Mr. Teagle, who waa under oath, 
then tcatifled that the Standard bad 
attempted, through a mid a km an, to 
bribe the bookkeeper of his firm. The 
bookkeeper, be stated, was offered |&0 
par month to give constant informa- 
uon regarding the ahlpmenta, prieea 
and cost of manufacturing of Scho- 
fleld, Schermer & Teagle. 

The bookkeeper asked for time in 
which to consider the matter and took 
$25 which the agent tendered as pay- 
ment in advance, and then laid the 
whole transaction before his employ- 
ers. 

The witness said that he and his 
partner, Mr. Schofleld, took the |25. 
and, going to the office of F. B. Squira, 
the Bfrrflary of the Ohio corporation 
of the Standard Oil trust, laid tha 
money on his desk and told him that 
they always stood ready to give him 
any information which it was proper 
for him to know abottt the afCaira of 
their firm. 

Still under oath, Mr. Teagle declared 
that Mr. Squire acknowledged to them 
that he had caused the agent to be sent 
to ece the budlikceper. The witness 
testified that the Standard has about 
86 per cent of the oil stock in the 
country. 

Secretary F. B. S(]u{re was called as 
a witness and ho denied the statement 
of Mr. Teagle with respect to the at- 
tempt to brlba the bookkeeper.

surance company, killed her mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Ida Place, by burning her 
face and body with acids, attacked her 
husband with a hatchet and cut him 
so badly about the head that he may 
die, and then locked' herself in a room 
and turned on two pas' Jets.

London, Feb. &— Me following ts a 

cummary of thespeechfrom the throne 
read at the opening of parliament: 

Referring to China, the queen spoke 
favorably of the paeiflo relations be- 
tween tho powers, and then pointed 
out the satisfaction experienced at the 
conclusion of the treaty of peace be- 
tween Greece and Turkey. 

Dealing with India, compIimenUry 
allualoaa were made to the valor and 
loyalty of the British Indian troops. 

There was a lengthy reference to the 
West Indies and the government's in- 
tentions as outlined by the secretary of 
state tor the colonies, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, and the speech then expressed 
the hope that the internatioaal sugar 
conference will have aatisfactoiy re- 
sults. 

The first place in the estimates Is do- 
voted to the army needs, and tho chief 
bills promised will be local govern- 
ment for Ireland, and the London riwi 
niclpalitiea bill, providing, as an- 
nounced by the Marquis of Ballabury, 
for the modification of tha London 
county couacil in the direction of de- 
centrallaation. 

Famona Tunnel Builder lii>^utir>. 
San Francisco, Feb. 8.- .Xdoiph Sa- 
tro, ex-mayor of Saa I'rancirtco, build- 
er of the famous Sutro tunnel, has been 
adjudged mentally Incompetent by Su- 
perior Judge Belcher. His daughter. 
Dr. Emma Sutro-Mcrrltt. who has 
been In constant pinf.'.ssional attend- 
ance on her father for many months 
past, has been appointed guardian of 
his person and estate. Mr. Sutro is 
over 80 years old and the loss of his 
mental faculties Is attributed to the 
weight of years, combined with the 
effects of two strokes of apoplexy 
which he has suffered in the paat two 
months. 

RollaeM Aseaelatloa. 

New Albany, Ind., Feb. 8.— The Ohio 
Valley Holiness association has de- 
cided to Issue 1,000 shares to be sold 
at $10 each. The money will be us?a 
In improving the campgrounds on Sil- 
ver Heighta, back of this city, and to 
liquidate an indebtedness now stand- 
ing against the association. The asso- 
ciation will hold a three-days' camp- 
meeting next summer, which will be 
followed by a 10-days' meeting of the 
National Holiness association. The 
dates for the meetings have not yet 
been fixed. 

Xoia nu Trial. 
Paris. Feb. 8.— The trial of M. Emile 
Zola, who Is being prosecuted by the 
government as a result of the letter 
which ha wrote last December to The 
Aurore reflecting upon high ofllclals 
connected with the Ureyfus case, 
opened in the assize court of the 
Seine. Keen public Interest was man- 
ifested in the case. Hundreds of peo- 
ple surrounded the court anxious to 
gain admission. The police measures 
taken to Insure order were most rig- 
orous. 

Key West, Feb. 8.— There is a mys- 
torious movement of naval vessels 
here. The torpedo fiotills, which left 
here about two weeks ago for cities 

on tho gi'if coast, has siiddenly ap- 
peared again. The Cusbing and the 
Erlccson are now here and the Dupont 
will arrive soon from Mobile.

If it he desi-^ned 
merely to protect the re;:nlar t)ractitioiier 
azainst irregular comiutition, that i? 
quite another thing. The practitioner 
who recjuires this kind of protection in 
the pursuit of his vocation, can hardly be 
regarded as competent to practice. It is 
the very object of free institations to 
open a career to talente, in the nudical 
profession aa in all others. Besides, pro- 
tection does not alvayi proteet A iM« 
cal an 1 i;:norainn3, whetlicr he Iiold a 
State certificate or not, is prede.stinated 
to a brief career in a society wbeie cbar> 
acter and intelliKcnce carry weight The 
educated laity are wiser than we think, 
and every quack whether fenced out, or 
fenced in, by statutory laws, is universally 
rdcognized as a charlatan by the indul- 
t;ent public tiiat laughs at bit fakerice 
and swallow his pills. 

The only true and effectual method of 
regalating the conditions of medical prac- 
tice in a State, is to require the mainten> 
ance of a high standard in the public ser- 
vice and in the medical scIiddIj. Tlie 
general government perceives this neces- 
siljr tad acts apon it Dr. BiUiags in- 
forms us that under the tests for aihnis- 
sion to the medical departments of the 
army and navy since the war, from 70 to 
SO p?r cent, of the candidates are re- 
jected,— a f-tat^'tiu'at which indicates the 
existence of a disreputably low standard 
in the medical schools by which theee 
candidates have been trained. If legisla- 
tion, therefore, be in order it must be 
first applied to the rchools, since tbase 
ar* practically the fountain head of all 
our medical ills. It has been said that by 
keeping a superior type, or class of pro- 
feaiional men, (lawyers or doctors), be- 
fore the public,a model will be famished 
by which the prolaasion at large may in- 
•ensibly be moalded,and its comparative 
merits properlv sraugeil. The superior 
rhai a ter of our national medical service 
is already acknowledged at home and 
abroad, hnpress a similar stamp of su- 
periority upon tiie products of our med- 
ical school;, and the effect will soon be 
manifest in an improved status of the 
profesdon at large 



staodlrd In the riledical s^lools'by which 
our medical practitioners are trained. If 
we do this, the conditions of the public 
health are perfectly secured (as far as 
practicable at least), and what is scarcely 
less important, the body politic itself is 
readered permanently proof aj^ain^it the 
inroad* of disease from aa uaauspected 
sonree. 

The forejroin({ expression of views does 
Hit necessarily involve any retlection 
upon the legislation propoaad at Frank 
fjrt, nor are those views 8up;jrested bv 
any particular aspect ot the medical sit 
nation in this State. They are simply 
opinions whicli we have entertained and 
expressed for many years; and, as the 
burning question of medical reform is 
now before the Legislature of the State, 
it is the doty and privilege of every 
thoughtful citizen to ei>eak. All refor 
m^lions, itissaid, beji^in with the laity. If 
so, the laity sbonld flret inform them 
selves, and then inatnict their represen 
tativea to act with dispassionate intelli- 
geao* npoB tha maMar te kaad. Legis- 
lation upon the lines projected would 
not only be practicable, but eminently 
politic, judicious, ecoaomical, conserva- 
tive and safe,— saggeetiag nothing to 
alarm our susceptible democratic in- 
stincts, or to authorize, in deference to 
certain mawkish sentiments of "pater- 
nalism," the eatablisbment in • free Oom- 
monwealth of a meddlesome, caprioioos 
and arbitrary medical regime.

ticism" meet under statatory laws upon 
a medical board, they are really acting in 
a public capacity for the attainment of 
common public good, and are not merely 
' pooling their issQes" for the advance- 
ment oi personal interests or the attain- 
ment of bordid professional euda. Until 
the iaity, without regard to class or con- 
dition, are settled in this conviction, it is 
to be feared that existing laws will prove 
of little value and further legislation of 
little avail. The public is sharply dis- 
criminating in its estimates of men, and 
all etatutur)' le>;isI<ition ^Imuld he so 
framed as to favor the evolution of the 
highest professional types, and to do this, 
t (>. witlKJiit the adoptioBof arbitrary or 
equivocal methoda, which belag utterly 
na'repnblioaa and uB<damoeratic, would 
uUimately defeat the object had in view. 

We do not exaggerate the diHiculties 
of this sort of legislation in the least. If 
it be difficult to inppress crime by statu- 
tory legislation, how much mofe difllcolt 
to su]ipre88 the evils ><f ciupiricism and 
to stay the ravages of epidemic disease ! 
Statutory law unsupported by public 
('))iiiiuii is powerless to restrain the one 
or to arrest the other. It is obvious, 
therefore, that a powerful and intelligent 
pabUc sentiment in tli ' iiidis])cnsable 
coaditioa of aay e.\ilective legislation 
that the madioal profession may suggest

ArarsTA, Kv., Feb. «.— This commu- 
nity was invaded last night by a squad of 
some thirty tollgate raiders. They wore 
maslu and were heavily armed. About 
9 o'clock they came down the Dutch 
Ridge pike and stopped at the i;ate kept 
by John Maas. Upon the approach of 
the gang to the gate house the aged and 
crippled keeper went out to see what 
they wanted, and with profane language 
the Captain of the gang ordered him to 
turn the light out, which the keeper 
hastily did. The commander then or- 
dered hia axmau to proceed to cut down 
the gate, which was accomplished by a 
few vigorous strokes from the ax in the 
hands of a stalwart woodsman. After 
cutting down the gate the leader of the 
men told Mr. Maas that as this was their 
second visit in a few weeks' time they 
would give him fair warning that if any 
more toll was collected at that gate they 
would not leave even kindling wood of 
the house and premises on tbeir aezt 
visit. 

With an accuracy that showd drilling 
and perfect organization the commander 
lined bis men up two abreast and at the 
word they rode at a furious speed thronirh 

Fom th street in this city and went to the 
gate on the Brooksville pike, kept by An- 
drew Laudarbaok.

One thing is demonstrated by last 
night's violence, and that is the fact that 
raiders in this ( ouiity are thoroughly or- 
ganized, and that if the Fiscal Court and 
the turnpike owners do not sooa come to , 
an agreement and free the pike, blood- 
shed is bound to follow. This is the sao- 
ond time within a weak the above aamed 
gates have been destroyed, and the keep- 
ers are preparing to move if the gates are 
replaced, as they do not wish to endangei 
the Uvea of themselves and families by 
remaiaiag ia tbeir perilous positions. 
There is ao doabt that if guards are 
placed at the gates there will be trouble.
